It seemed as tho all the men, women and children of 
the town, and many from I.ancashire-at-larre cheered the 
president at some stage of the crowded five hours in which 
he made a sort of democratic royal progress from one 
point of interest to another which was strenuous enough 
and vast enough to e x h a le even the hardiest political 
campaigners.

The general atmosphere of all the proceedings was in­ 
timate and friendly; often the people got near enough to 
shake hands. Even the ceremony of conferring the free­ 
dom of the city had a tone of homely simplicity and seemed 
more like a college commencement than a formal stage 
ritual.

President Will 
L e a v e for Italy 
New Years Night 


PARIS, Dec. 31.— (By the As­ 
sociated Press.)— {^resident Wil­ 
son’s plans to spend New Year’s 
day in Paris and leave for Italy 
New Year’s night. 
He will return 
from Italy a bout 
January 
IO 
when the inter-allied conference 
will assemble. 
It is generally understood now 
that the president will remain in 
Europe for about a month after 
his return from Italy and that hq 
will take passage 
for 
America 
about February IO. 
This has been the mast active 
day’s discussion in peace confer­ 
ence circles since the American 
delegation arrived as the declara­ 
tions of Premier Clemenceau and 
Foreign Minister Pichon in the 
chamber of deputies 
last 
night 
gave a rallying point in the few rn 
of the first official announcement 
on the plans of the French gov­ 
ernment. 
The statements disclosed that 
France had determined upon Its 
line of action o n practically all 
the questions involved, including 
a society of nations, on which M. 
Pichon said the details wore now 
being formulated. 
Premier 
Clemenceau’s 
state­ 
ment o n the freedom of the sen** 
was the find announcement from 
a high and authoritative source. 
This was accepted 
as 
showing 
that the British and French view­ 
points were in accord. 
M. Clemenceau.’a reference to 
his talks with President Wilson 
indicated that they had tended to 
bring out the significance of the 
French 
premier’s previous con­ 
versations with the British prime 
minister regarding the action of 
the British fleet during the war 
as well as his favorable attitude 
toward the future British fleet.

Senator Chamberlain who was 
heard by crowded galleries, said 
the war department is pursuing 
with regard to hospital facilities 
the same filatory tactics it did in 
the prosecution of the war many 
months ago. 
“ If the war 
department,” he 
declared, “ paid one-half the at- 
tention to preparations for receiv­ 
ing these boys as they are to get­ 
ting legislation thru congress in 
order to protect contractors who 
made contracts 
for war supplies 
over the telephone in violation of 
law*, this matter would soon be 
settled.” 


The need for a definite policy 
of demobilization was urged by 
the senator who said if one were 
established unrest among the men 
in 
cantonments 
and 
overseas 
would cease.

British plan for returning its sol­ 
diers to civil life, saying it was 
framed along economic lines. The 
senator was frequently interrupt­ 
ed by questions from other sena­ 
tors, but there was no general de­ 
bate. 
In concluding, 
Senator Cham­ 
berlain paid a

to the 
American army in France, saying 
that only once, and then by com­ 
mand of the 
French 
officer in 
charge had an American unit ever 
given ground before 
the enemy. 
No army in all the history of the 
world, he declared, had made such 
a brilliant record. 


Stephon Pichon 
Outlines French 
Peace Program 


PARIS, Dec. 31.— (By The As­ 
sociated Press.)—-Stephen Pichon, 
the foreign minister said to The 
Associated Press today: 
“ You asked m e in what spirit 
the French government is prepar­ 
ing to participate iii the peace 
negotiations. 
It is agreeable and 
easy for me to reply that the ideal 
which sustained us during the war 
is guiding us effectively on the 
eve of peace. 
This defines our 
policy. 
“ We have been attacked. 
We 
want security. 
W e have been de­ 
spoiled. 
We demand restitution. 
We 
have 
been 
devastated; we 
want reparation. 
“ But that which we asked for 
ourselves, we demand for all and 
hence are closely in accord with 
President Wilson. We intend that 
peace in erasing Hie effects of the 
German crime shall bring to all 
peoples the certainty 
that 
this 
crime will not he renewed.” 
M; Pichon 
while 
apparently 
greatly fatigued from the eight­ 
een hour session in the chamber 
of deputies yesterday made these 
statements with great enrgy. 
“ In order to achieve this,” he 
continued, "the world

constituted on a new basis.

Sharply Criticised for 
Taking Over M a­ 
rine Cables 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. -Brit­ 
icism of Postmaster General Bur­ 
leson for taking over the marine 
cables after the signing of the ar­ 
mistice was renewed today in the 
senate. 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee precipitated 
the dis­ 
cussion after presenting a letter 
from Mr. Burleson in which tho 
postmaster general denied that he 
had exceeded 
his authority and 
asserted that the order taking ov­ 
er the cables had been signed by 
the president Nov. 2. 
Senator 
Hitchcock 
said 
the 
postmaster general ii ar! come very 
close to breaking faith with con­ 
gress and that he was not justified 
in taking over the cables after 
hostilities ceased. 
He also ac­ 
cused Mr. Burleson of suppress­ 
ing the order for some time. 
Senator Watson, Republican, of 
Indiana, charged that the date on 
the order 
had 
originally 
been 
Axed at Nov, 14, but because of 
the signing of the armistice soon­ 
er than expected it was changed 
to Nov. 2. 
Claim Gat«* C hanged. 
Senator Kellogg of Minnesota, 
Republican, said ho had been in­ 
formed the order was signed by 
the president on Nov. 2, but it was 
not countersigned by the secre­ 
tary of state and it was “ never 
published or exhibited to anyane 
until after the war had (dosed and 
the armistice been signed. 
“ Even the date when it w-as ex­ 
hibited to one of the telegraph 
companies was blank and the or­ 
der was never mudo before Hie 
signing of the armistice,” Senator 
Kellogg declared. 
In his letter to Senator Hitch­ 
cock, Mr. Burleson saith 
“Of course, my dear senator. 
no one knows better than you 
that a public official Is not called 
upon to notice the mouthings of 
irresponsible 
Blatherskites 
who 
may criticise or misrepresent his 
official actions, but when a crit­ 
ical statement made by a senat­ 
or of the United States It not only 
justifies but cotta for response.

as to w hat the basis of it all is. 
Frie n d sh ip Not. a Sentiment 
“ F o r I think yo u 
will 
ag re e 
with me that, friendship is n o t a 
mere se ntim ent. 
Patriotism 
is 
not a mere sentiment. 
It is based 
upon a principle, upon the p r i n ­ 
ciple t h a t leads a man to give 
more th an he demands. 
Similarlj 
friendship is based not, merely up 
on affection, but 
upon 
common 
service. 
The m a n is 
not 
youi 
friend who is not willing to serve 
you, and you a re not his friend 
unless you are willing to serve 
him. 
And out of that impulse of 
com mon interest and desire 
of 
common service arises that n o b le 
feeling which w e consecrate as 
friendship. 
“ And so it does seem to me t h a t 
the the m e th a t we must have in 
our minds now in this great day 
of 
settlem ent 
is the theme of 
common interest and the d e t e r ­ 
mination of w hat it is that is o u r 
I common 
interest. 
You 
knovi 
heretofore the 
world has been 
governed or at any rate the a t ­ 
tempt has been made to govern 
it. by partnership of interest an d 
tha t they have broken down. 
“ Interest does not bind men to 
gether. 
Interest separates 
m e n 
For the m om ent th e re is the slight 
est d epa rture from the nice a d ju st 
m nt of interests, then jealousief 
begin to spring up. There is only 
one thing that ca n bind peopler 
together and t h a t is common d e ­ 
votion to right. 
Men Tell of Their Rights. 
“ Ever since th e history of L i b ­ 
erty began, men have talked aboul 
their rights and it has taken sev 
eral hu n d red years to make th e m 
perceive th a t th e principal con 
dition of right is duty and th a t 
unless a man performs his full 
duty he is entitled to no r i g h t 
It is a fine co-relation of the influ­ 
ence of duty t h a t right is th e 
equipose and balance of society 
“ And so when we analyze the 
present situation and the f u t u re 
that we now have to mould an d 
control, It seems to me there is no 
other thought t h a n that that can 
guidfj us. 
You know that t h e 
United Skates has always felt fro m 
the very beginning of her history 
that she must keep herself s e p a r ­ 
ate from any kin d of connection 
with European politics.’’ 
Not Interested in Politics. 
“ I w ant to say very fra n k ly 
to you th a t she is not now i n t e r ­ 
ested 
in E u ropean politics, 
bul 
she is interested in the p a r t n e r ­ 
ship of right 
between America 
and Europe. 
If the future had 
nothing for us b u t a new attem pt 
to keep the world at a right poise 
by a balance of power the United 
States would ta k e no interest b e ­ 
cause she will join no combination 
of power which is not a co m b in a­ 
tion of all of us. 
It is not i n t e r ­ 
ested merely in th e peace of E u ­ 
rope. but in th e pence 
of 
th e 
world. 
“ Therefore, it seems to me t h a t 
in th e se ttlem ent which is ju s t 
ahead of us something more d e l i­ 
cate and difficult than was evei 
attem pted before has to be a c ­ 
complished— a genuine concert ol 
mind an d of purpose. 
Hut while 
it is difficult th e re is an elem e n t 
present that m a k es it easy. N ever 
before iu the history of the world, 
I believe, has th e re been su ch a 
keen intern atio n al 
consciousness 
as there is now. 
“T h ere is a great voice of h u ­ 
manity abroad in the world just 
now which he w ho cannot h e a r is 
deaf. 
T here is a great c o m p u l­ 
sion °f the com m on conscience 
now in existence which 
if 
any 
state sm an resist he will gain the 
moat unenviable eminence in h is­ 
tory. 
We are not obeying the 
m an d ate of parties or of politics. 
We are obeying the mandate of 
hum anity. 
H ope for a Satisfactory Settlem en t 
“ T h a t is th e reason 
w hy it 
seems to me that things th a t are 
most often in o u r minds a re the 
least significant. 
I am not h o p e ­ 
ful tha t the individual items of 
the settlement which we are a b o u t 
to a ttem p t will be altogether s a t ­ 
isfactory. 
One has only to apply 
his mind to any one of the q u e s ­ 
tions of boundary and of alte r e d 
sovereignty and of racial a s p i r a ­ 
tions to do so meth in g more th a n 
conjectu re th a t there Is no m a n 
and no body of men who k n o w 
Just how they ought to he s e t ­ 
tled and y et if we are to make u n ­ 
satisfactory settlements we m u s t 
see to it that they are rendere d 
more and more satisfactory by th e 
subsequent adjustm ents which a r e 
made possible. 
We must provid e 
m achin ery for readjustm ents 
in 


order t h a t we have th e machinery 
of good will and friendship. 
“F rie ndship must h av e a m a ­ 
chinery. 
If I can n o t correspond 
with you, if I cannot learn your 
minds, if I cannot cooperate with 
you I c a n n o t be your friend, and 
if the w o rl d Is to rem a in a body 
of friends it must have th e means 
of friendship, the m e a n s of con 
stant 
frie n d ly Intercourse, 
the 
means f o r constant watchfulness 
over th e com mon Interests. 
M u s t Give and Take. 


“That m a k es It 
necessary 
to 
make s o m e great effort to have 
with on e another an 
easy and 
constant, 
method of conference 
so that troubles m a y be taken 
when t h e y are little an d not a1 
lowed to grow until they are big 
I never th o u g h t I had a big dif 
ference w ith a. man, t h a t I did not 
find w hen I came into conference, 
with h im that after all it was 
rather a little difference, and that 
if we w e re frank with one another 
and did n o t too much stand upon 
that g r e a t 
enemy 
of mankind 
which is called pride we could 
come to gether. 
“It Is t h e wish to come togeth 
er that i*s more th an half of the 
process. 
It is a doctrine which 
ought to be easy of comprehension 
in a g r e a t commercial center like 
this. 
Y ou cannot tr a d e with 
man w ho suspects you. 
You can 
not establish commercial and in­ 
dustrial relations w ith those who 
do not t r u s t you. 
Good will is 
the fo re ru n n e r of 
trad e . 
Good 
will is t h e foundation of trade 
and t r a d e is the g re a t amicable 
instrum ent of the world on that 
account. 
“I felt before I ca m e here, at 
home 
in 
Manchester— because 
Manchester has so m a n y charac 
teristics of our g rea t American 
cities. 
I was reminded of an a n ­ 
ecdote of a humorous fellow coun 
tryman of mine who was sitting 
at luncheon in his club one day 
when a m a n whom he did not like 
particularly came up a n d slapped 
him on t h e shoulders a n d said: 
“ ‘Hello, Olley, how are yo-u?’ 
“He looked at him coldly and 
said: 
‘I d o n ’t know y o u r face and 
I don’t k n o w your nam e, but your 
manners a r e very familiar.' 
P leased With Manchester. 
“I d o n ’t know y o u r name, but 
your m a n n e r s are v e ry familiar 
and very delightfully familiar, so 
that I felt that in t h e committee 
of 
in te r e s t 
and 
understandin g 
which is established in great cur­ 
rents of tr a d e we are enabled tc 
see international processes 
per­ 
haps b e t t e r than they can be seen 
by others. 
I take it I am not far 
from r i g h t in supposing that tha t 
is the re a s o n why Manchester has 
been t h e center of t h e great for­ 
ward look in g sentiments of men 
who h a d th e instincts of large 
planning n o t merely for the city 
itself, b u t for the kingdom and 
the e m p ir e and the world. 
And 
with t h a t outlook we can be sure 
we can go shoulder an d shoulder 
together. 
I wish it were possible for us 
to do som e thing like some of my 
stern ancestors did, 
for among 
my an c es to rs are th o se very de­ 
termined 
persons 
who 
were 
known as th e Covenanters. I wish 
we could, not for G re at Britain 
and th e United States 
but 
for 
France a n d Italy and th e world, 
enter into a league an d covenant 
declaring ourselves 
first 
of 
all 
friends of mankind an d uniting 
ourselves together for the m ain­ 
tenance of the trium ph of right.”

years of Buffering an d hoping and

of her dreams.

belief of the

York City August 18, I SI 7, going 
to Halifax, Nova Scotia, where we 
stayed for a 
few 
days, 
setting 
sail from th e re the 21st. 
We 
anc hored in Bantry Bay, 
Ireland, on th e 31st, setting sail 
the 
next d ay arriving in Liver­ 
pool, England on Sept. 2nd. 
T ak ­ 
ing the train a t 
that 
place 
for 
Bordon Camp, England, staying 
there one week only. 
W e 
went 
from there to Southampton, then 
across the English Channel to La 
Havre, 
F rance. 
From 
the re on 
Sept. Itll. 
W e finally arriv ed in 
this camp, w here I have been lo­ 
cated most of my time in France. 
As we w ere among

few th ousands over here and the 
first Americans in

I was not troubled with

sickness as

am now located at
